For example—about a year ago the Commissions on Evan- 
gelism in the two larger Methodisms sought to interest their people 
in the restoration of the family altar; and to that end undertook 
the publication of a quarterly devotional booklet of “Daily Devo- 
tions for Family and Individual Use’’—entitled “‘The Upper Room.” 


= The issue of April 1, 1985, was 100,000 copies, the issue of 
April 1 of this year was 405, 000 copies. This phenomenal increase 
‘in circulation is unparalleled in Methodism in America. 
The goal of one million subscribers has been fixed, with every 
‘promise of being’ reached. When reached—Methodism will once 
again be on its knees. 


I mention this, for through the eenerosity of these Commissions | 
we are included in the distribution. ' 
: My own experience in revival services during the quadrennium 
confirms my belief that the family altar is being restored. 
: The proposed National Preaching Mission beginning in Sep- 
tember and the Religion and Recovery Movement, the new Christian 
Youth Movement, and the new emphasis being placed on the period 
between Easter and Pentecost, are also clouds of promise we see 
from our Carmel of hope and ‘expectation.

In 1928 twenty-five Protestant Bodies in the United States and 
Canada gave for all purpeses nearly five hundred and thirty-three 
millions of dollars, and in 1935 they gave around three hundred and 
five millions. | 

_ Their per capita giving for 1928 for all purposes was $23.30 
and in 1935, $12.10. | 

Our per capita giving in 1928 was $17.88. It may be a matter 
of surprise tc know that the highest per capita giving for all pur- 
poses in 1935 was that of the Church of the Nazarene, $26.77. 


___ From 1928 to 1935 the decrease for benevolences in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal and United Brethren Churches was about 38 per 
cent, and in our Church for the same period about 32 per cent. 


I cite these figures to show that the offerings of our people have 
not been below the average of other denominations. _

Moral Issues 


There are three great moral issues confronting the Church, on 
Bhich we must speak with no uncertain sound, They are, the dese- 
ration of the Lord’s Day, the liquor traffic, and the problem of war. 
) Since these issues will be dealt with in reports upon which you 
will be called to act, I refer to them only casually. 

The Lord’s Day i is being commercialized by the powerful amuse- 
ment agencies of the country, and desecrated by the practices of 
those who ought to be its defenders. 

During the past quadrennium the Eighteenth Amendment has 
been repealed, and the revived liquor traffic has already surpassed 
‘its former horrors. 

The drinking woman and the woman bartender are new figures 
among us. 
| We said—“The saloon must not come back.” ‘In the light of 
developments we could wish that we had the old saloon, instead of 
the new universal spread of liquor. During the depression we have 
increased our annual expenditure for armaments more than $50,- | 
000,000, and decreased our annual contributions to the Church by 
$240, 000, 000: | 
Our nation is leading the world in its increase of expenditures 
for war purposes. | 

With the Religious Census of the United States showing over 
58 per cent of the adult population belonging to the Church, we are 
forced to conclude that the Church either believes in desecration of 

the Lord’s Day, the liquor ars and war, or is “asleep at the 
“switch.”

Any educational system that leaves out religion is doomed to. 
failure. Most of our state and larger institutions of learning have 
been unable to keep within their faculties a controlling group inter- 
ested in Christian education. ‘Many of them are frankly agnostic or — 
atheistic. An instructor may have a superior mind, but if he sneers 
at the Christian faith he does not belong in the class room guiding 
our youth. Many authorities have said that if our. denominational 
schools were to cease functioning immediately, in twenty-five years 
4. there would be a serious shortage of clergymen by reason of the 
fact that non-denominational schools are doing so little to encourage = 
Christian thinking and living, and practically nothing to encourage ef |

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


To evangelize or make disciples of all men everywhere is the 
primary tetas he of the Churgh. Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world and make disciples of all nations,” and this command to evap. 
gelize all men still stands. The very life of the Church: depends op 


There are two types cf this work which claim our attention and 
interest. These are public and Personal Evangelism: that is win- 
ning men to Christ by public appeal to groups, and winning them 
by private influence as individuals. Both types accord with the New 
Testament teachings, and the needs of humanity everywhere, 


It is the Church’s business to inspire a passion for soul-saving 
among her people. Today this passion needs quickening because too 
many of our people seem to believe it out-moded and out-of-date, 
But every professed Christian is, by virtue of ‘his being a Christian, 
obliged to win souls to Christ. 

In order to produce more definite results in this vital work of 
our own beloved Zion the following recommendations are offered for 
your approval: | |

It is most gratifying to note, however, that by efficient man- 
agement and strictest economy, our boards and institutions have 
succeeded, not only in operating within their reduced income with- 
out serious curtailment of their activities, but also have actually 
made surprising progress in the reduction of their habilities and in 
some cases a gratifying increase in their assets. 


Your Committee on Finance leaves the matter of detail con- 
cerning these various boards and institutions to the Committees re- 
lating specifically to the same. 


However the following should be noted: — 


The Board of Missions, because of the great decrease in budget 
receipts, and the change in the percentage allowed during the pres- 
ent quadrennium, has been reduced in its income by the amount of 
$210,590, and has been compelled to operate on a little more than 
one-half of the amount received during the previous quadrennium. 
Notwithstanding this drastic reduction of income and the most urg- 
ent demands for aid made upon this Board from all sections of the 
home land and in all three of our foreign fields, this Board has re-. 
duced its outstanding liabilities, as shown in the Auditor’s report 
from $97,936.77 to $80,619.44, of which, nearly $20,000 is in mort- 
gages payable against church properties held by the Board whose 
— are expected to care for these debts without further 
aid. 

The Board of Education has increased its funds, in the Depart- 
ment of Educational Institutions for Ministerial Education, Student 
Loan, Colored School and General Education by $19,923.84. Its 
World Service receipts have increased during the quadrennium by 
$2,785.38. While handicapped by serious decreases in income in 
past years, the steady and substantial increase in invested funds 
gives hope for the security of the work of this. Department. Any 
gain in World Service receipts will help greatly to add to this se- 
curity. The Department of Religious Education, while suffering a 
loss in percentage receipts, nevertheless, shows a balarice of $800.00. 
It has supplemented its budget income. largely from the sale and 
_ rental of text books, and registration fees from Conventions and 
_ Leadership Training Schools. This revenue amounted to $3,000.00

= The church’s conception of her missionary task will determine 
he extent of her Christian activity; and in return reflect the quality 
f her spiritual life. ‘‘The lhght that shines brightest at home shines 
rthest away.” 

The retrenchments which have occurred in our several mission- 
“ary fields, present a cause for alarm and deep concern to our church. 
WPhe situation should be fully analyzed by competent men and wo- 
men, and if necessary drastic steps should be taken in order to make 
Sure of our future in all our missionary enterprises. We are living’ 
m a new world and in making our approach to our own missionary 
task we must take cognizance of this fact and plan our work ac- 
Gordingly. We should not revert to the past but we must go for- 
ward in the light of these changed conditions, both at home and 
@broad. In the past, we fear, we have only partially comprehended 
@he true nature of our missionary responsibility. It seems that to 
Many of us, it has meant nothing more than a rather feeble effort in 
resenting Children’s Program of Entertainment and apologetically 
@sking for an offering. We have been concerned largely with objec- 
“Hive missions, forgetting that there are subjective missions. ‘‘Woe 
Is me if I preach not the gospel.’”’ We have stooped to the level of 
Sharity and pity for others as a motive for our service, forgetting 
fhe very soul of our church is at stake. A gospel that will make dis- 
Giples of other people but will not make us Christ-like at home is not 
Food enough to stand the test of our age. 


As we have studied the report of the Board of Missions your 
Sommittee has had many troubled and anxious moments. One item 
ef this report reveals, much to our distress, that in our three foreign 

Belds only $118,799.71 reached our missionary fields during the last | 
Guadrennium. This is less than 40 per cent of the amount sent dur- 
ang the preceding quadrennium and only 30 per cent the »mount sent 
either of the two preceding quadrennium. 


» In the light of these conditions may we call your attention to 
t] e . fact that the present administrative expenses are large in com- 
Parison with the whole amount received. Your Committee is of the 
Spinion that every effort ought to be made to reduce the adminis- 
frative expenses of the Board of Missions even to the reduction of 
falaries. It seems unfair to ask the workers in the field to bear the 
Meaviest part of the load because of the drastic reduction in appro- 
priations. 

= £«Weecalii your attention to some of the retrenchments that have 
meen necessary in our fields of operation: While in Japan only one 
®rganized church has been closed, yet every mission preaching point, 
an embryo church, has been closed. Recent survey in the China 
Mission field reveals that out of 49 employed by the mission only 
19 remain on the mission pay roll. Seven preachers, 6 Bible women 
@nd 6 school teachers were temporarily continuing their work with 
funds coming from native sources.

loss of spiritual fellowship which has followed the passing of the 


Class Meeting, the Love Feast and the Prayer Meeting. The impor- 
tance ,of these meetings was net in what the people who attended 
them faid nor in the social relationships of which we still have suffi- 
cient\but in the distinctly spiritual fellowship which we need to re- 
store in some practical form. ne 
We deplore the absence of the family worship in so many of our 


homes. This failure to provide the youth with religious instruction _ 


and a spiritual atmosphere in the family circle is one of the gravest 
facts in modern religious life. We call upon our pastors to encour- 
age and promote daily devotions in every Methodist Protestant home. 

The Church is also suffering from the loss of an abiding belief 
in the fundamental truth of God’s word. The smoldering fires of 
faith are scattered, with no concéntration of belief and conviction 
that kindles into an irresistible flame. There are people who regard 
faith as a sign of intellectual decrepitude, whereas faith is mental 
health and moral soundness. To have no stable religious convictions 
is to have a religion of soft sentiments. There is great need for 
sound clear thinking with our Bibles before us and our hearts before 
God. Let us not be ashamed of the faith of our fathers or to place

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATISTICS AND JOURNALS 


ommittee on Statistics and J ournals considered carefully 

the Raat “the Statistical Secretary, the Statistical Tables, the 

Printed Minutes of the various Annual Conferences, and submit the 
following report: 3 

The Statistical Secretary 1s handicapped, and the Denomination 

is deprived of its full Membership, Property, and Financial status, 

because of inadequate gathering, classifying, and forwarding, of 

those statistics. Our Statistical Secretary is a member of the As- 


sociation of Church Statisticans. He is not only called upon to fur- 


nish statistics for our own denominational interests, but also for 
many interdenominational agencies. 


The need for greater efficiency in gathering and reporting 


statistics may be graphically illustrated by one item noted by your 
Statistical Summary and re-checked with the 
Statistical Secretary. The records received by him reported 201,434 
Sunday School scholars in 1934 and 176,936 in 1935, a loss of 24,498 
scholars in one year, while during the quadrennium there has been 
a slow but gradual increase in Church Membership as follows: 
191,863 in 1932; 192,177 in 1933; 195,498 in 1934; 197,996 in 
1935. The decrease of 24,495 Sunday School Scholars in one year 
is evidently a decrepancy but the mistake will be found in statistics 
furnished by the Annual Conference Secretaries and not in the addi- 
tions of the Statistical Secretary. | 


Complete minutes covering all four years of the quadrennium 
were sent to the General Conference Secretary by the following 
Conferences: Alabama, Arkansas, Eastern, Georgia, Illinois, Iowa- 
Missouri Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Michigan, Missi;- 
sippi, Missouri, North Carolina, Ohio, Onondaga, Pittsburgh, Texas, 


West Virginia. The minutes from the Indiana, North Carolina, and. 


Onondaga Conferences were attractively bound. Three Annual 


Conferences and eleven Mission Conferences failed to send complete 
minutes. | | 


Only one-half of the Conference Secretaries returned the Statis- 


tically Tally Sheets sent out by the Statistical Secretary. Many of 


those who returned the Tally Sheets did not give all the data re- 
quested.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON WOMEN’S WORK TO THE 
= GENERAL CONFERENCE 


The Women’s Work of the Methodist Protestant Church is. of 
vital importance in the advancement of the program of the denomi- 
nation. During the past quadrennium the women’s work has grown 
and prospered in a remarkable way. The women of the church are 
conscious of the opportunities for wider service. They have caught 
the vision of a broader field for their activities. Their achievements 
in the past quadrennium speak well for their devotion to their church. 


We commend the women for the splendid part taken in the 
raising of the budget, but we realize that the resources of our 
womanhood have scarcely been touched. One of the gratifying fea- 
tures of the reports of the Convention was the increase in finances. 
The receipts for the year just closed were $9,000.00 above those of. 
the first year of the quadrennium. The total amount‘'contributed 
was one-half the total amount raised for the World Service Budget 
for the same period. 

We are glad to note from the reports of the Branches that 
fifty-three new auxiliaries were organized during the past year and 
over one hundred for the quadrennium. We cannot emphasize too 
strongly the need of an organization for women in every local church ~ 
organized under the auxiliary and circle plan, backing all the in- 
terests of the church. 


We appreciate the fact that an equal number of women and 
men are represented on the Board of Missions; that two of the mem- 
bers on the Board of Christian Education are women and that the 
Executive Committee of the General Conference has one woman 
member. We have noted with regret that this ratio of membership 
does not exist in the General Conference. | 


fee fF therefore recommend that the General Conference go 
on record as favoring the election of women among the representa- 
tives from each annual conference. (Adopted.) 


_ 2. Inasmuch as the program of the women’s work is planned 
to cover every phase of the work undertaken by the denomination, 
should not some plan of re-organization be favored whereby the 
women’s work will be under both the Board of Missions and Board 
of Christian Education? As a step toward this goal we recommend 
that the woman secretary of the Board of Missions be permitted to 
sit in with the Board of Christian Education in its meetings. 
(Adopted. ) 


3. To foster the growth and interest in women’s work in each 
Annual Conference, we recommend that one evening during the ses- 
sion of each annual conference be given over to the women’s work 
of the denomination. (Adopted.) 


We note that the women’s organizations in the Methodist Enis-— 
copal Church, South, and the Methodist Episcopal Church are calling 
for a missionary advance to all the women of their denominations. 
The women of the Methodist Protestant Church respond to the same

“7 __ At the session of the General Conference of 1932 at Columbus, 
"3 Ohio, the Conference adopted the report of the Committee on Lay 
Evangelism which recommended the election of Rev. W. A. Melvin 
of Maryland, as Secretary of Evangelism, to carry on the work of 
soul winning throughout the four years until the next session of the 
_ The Secretary agreed to work without salary. (See page 111, 
Minutes of Conference.) This endorsement gave the Secretary the 
privilege of visiting the several Annual Conferences and to present 
the work of Evangelism.‘ I have visited eight conferences and 
several of them more than once. These Conferences always gave 
me a hearty invitation to present the cause of Evangelism. I have 
' Worked during the past four years under the name of the “Won by 
One Band of Personal Workers.” | 
Shortly after my election to this office I set a goal, asking the 
Lord Jesus to let the Band have at least ten thousand reported con-. 
verslons by the meeting of this General Conference. We passed 
the goal of ten thousand on April 138, 1936. 


Since that time three hundred and fifty more have been re- 
Ported converted. Very few days passed without a number of re- 
borted.: conversions. I have written to each member and to 
ach one reported as converted.

For their educational life, our children attend a near-by public 
school, one of the best schools in the state, where there are over 500 
pupils in attendance. | Here they meet with the youth of the com- 


munity socially, educationally and in athletic contests. 
All of them attend Sunday school and church each Sunday 


™ morning at the First Methodist Protestant Church in High Point, 
™ and sometimes at the evening services; but for the most part we 
™ hold our own religious services on Sunday evenings. The children 
™ have every reasonable advantage for the development of their phys- 
™ ical, social, mental and spiritual natures. Nearly all of them are 


members of the Methodist Protestant Church. Twenty-five of the 


| younger ones joined the church during the past Easter season. 


Very frankly, friends, we do not know what to do with teen-age 
youth in the midst of the present day moral and social conditions; 


4 but we are doing our best to keep them steady and to hold them for 
Jesus and for righteousness.

High Point, N. C. 
Report to the General Conference 


May, 1936 


- Dear Fellow Workers:—We take pleasure in presenting to you | 


a report of the Methodist Protestant Children’s Home, which shows 


progress for the quadrennium. The work at the Children’s Home — 


is purely missionary work, and no more beautiful piece of work is 
being done, for the blessed Master, by the denomination then this. 
A layman of another denomination recently remarked, “It is God’s 


own work when you take children who have no homes, furnish them 


a home and rear them and train them into Christian manhood and 
womanhood.” That is just what the Methodist Protestant Church 
is striving to do through this institution. | 


_ Wife and I have served as managers of the Home for nearly 
eight years. We found 72 children in the Home, and the population 
in the Home changed so rapidly that there are only 12 of those with 


us today. The others have already gone out to take their places 


in the world. Others have come and gone because of readjusted 


family conditions until 77 have gone out during our term of office, [7% 


and yet we still have 111 children, which is really our capacity. 


The thought of a Children’s Home for the Methodist Protestant 
Church was born in the mind of a woman, Mrs. W. C. Hammer, an 
a group of North Carolina women, several of whom have gone home 
to the glory world, opened a Home for orphan children just 26 years 
ago this coming August. They “walked by faith and not by sight.” 
The Home was opened in an old-time school building, a dilapidated 
school building, in Denton, N. C. It was operated there for just 
three years, and was moved to the present site in August, 1913, 
maere It has been steadily growing and increasing in usefulness 

brough the years. During those years it has sheltered, nourished, 
ig and trained over 300 orphan children. More than 200 have 
nag Pier sere: the age of 18 and have gone out, and 11 are stil 
ig ‘i nd nearly all of those who have gone out are making good. 
It is ibe rarest thing at all that any evil report comes to us from any 
ss them. They are farming, teaching, nursing, keeping house, 
working in offices, stores, shops and factories, and one is a singing 
evangelist and another is preparing for the ministry. And we think 


pective ministers among id 
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ood repair, and we try to keep the grounds in good condition. A 
very recent addition to our equipment is a laundry building. For 
over six years Mr. Fred W. McPherson, a member of First Church, 
High Point, did all our heavy laundry free of cost, through the Sun- 
shine Laundry. Some four months ago he ceased working for the 
Sunshine Laundry, and they immediately served notice on us that 
they could-not continue this free service; but that they would do our 
Jaundry at half price. We found that half price would mean to us 
an average of $12.50 per week. We could not pay that much, and 
we could not do our own laundry without an expenditure of about 


$1,000.00 for the first year, besides operating expenses. 


A conference with Mr. McPherson drew from him the sugges- 


® tion that if we would erect a laundry building on our own land, he 
© would install the machinery and agree to do all our heavy laundry 


for a period of at least five years for the use of the building. It 


‘was found that such building as was required would cost $1,000.00. 
The trustees met and directed that the building be erected at once. 


The building has been completed, the machinery is in and run- 


ning. Four hundred dollars has been paid on it and $600.00 re- 


mains to be paid, 
| We are fortunate in having the General Conference come to 


our doors. We trust that you will do even better than that, and 
that you will come within our doors. Come and see us and judge 


for yourselves as to how the Home is being run. We have just — 


presented to you our entire group of children that you might see 
and determine for yourselves whether or not they look to be under 
fed. Then too, when you return to your homes, if questions arise 
concerning the Home, and you cannot answer, write us and we will 
endeavor to make full answer. The Home belongs to the denomina- 
tion, we are your servants in charge. Command us. We are ready 
to respond to your commands with all the room there is, but some- 
body must pay the bills. ‘ee 

_ We thank you for this time, and we solicit your continued pray- 
ers and cooperation. God bless you every one. ag

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE HOME FOR THE AGED 


Four years ago the Home for the Aged, West Lafayette, Ohio, 
made a report to the General Conference that showed creditable 
progress. For the four years the residents had increased from nine 
to fourteen, the assets from $3,000 to $7,000. All of this was ac- 
complished by a very conservative financial policy, by the generous 

elp of several contiguous Conferences, by the fact that we were 


fortunate in receiving several residents who brought much more 


than the required $500.00, and by the allowance from the General 
Conference, 
} For the past four years the same careful policy has been fol- 
owed, and the growth and improvement has continued. The number 
" residents has increased from fourteen to nineteen, with several 
@Prications now favorably considered. During the four years 
Gsnteen have been received, eleven have died and two have with- 
+ ipo The reasons for application are nearly always urgent, and 
© Service rendered is of great importance. 
4 In September, 1932, Rev. E. R. Biggs came as our Superinten- 
“he cringing his family. He is still with us and serving faithfully. 
~~ suggested to us the need of additional room, and brought about 
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We are constantly seeking out individuals, or groups who 
will make a monthly or an annual contribution to help us in th 
work. Some individuals, and some groups are doing this, either py 
sending an offering, or by feeding or clothing a child at $5.00 pe; 
month, or by making and sending clothes made-to-measure for some 
child. Others send clothing, bed linen, table linen, towels and many 
other articles. 

It is taking no more money now to run the Home than it used 
to when there were only 70 to 80 children in the Home; but this 
necessarily means that much more produce, meat, milk and butter, 
chickens and eggs and other things are being raised on our farm: 
that much more produce is being sent in each year by the farmers 
in the North Carolina Conference; and that many dear ones through. 
out this Conference and the other Conferences are making and send. 
ing to us the many articles mentioned above. For all of this timely 
aid we are truly thankful. 

If perchance $20,742.41 seems to you a big amount for the 
operating expenses for the Children’s Home for a year, please pause 
and think. For the four years of this past quadrennium we have 


operated on an average of 5542 cents per day per child, covering 


all expenses, overhead, upkeep, salaries and all current bills; or 
just a bit over $200.00 per year per child. No one has ever sug. 
gested that that is too much, but many have questioned whether or 
not a child can be properly cared for on that amount. Buying at 
wholesale prices helps a bit in doing this, and if we could pay cash 
when we buy we could further reduce costs. en a 


Looking to the Future 


From the peint of years we should perhaps not be in work like 
this, and certainly because of that we cannot expect to remain in it 
for many more years, but while we are here we have a consuming 
desire to see two outstanding things done before we give it up: 


1. Clear the Home of debt for current expenses, and put it 


on a cash basis. What we owe is in current bills, which men expect, 
and have a right to expect us to pay every thirty days. _And mills 
and factories and wholesale stores are more and more insisting that 


we must pay every thirty days. The wholesale food store, from which 


we have been buying, recently served notice on us, following a 
directors meeting, that they are limiting all credit to thirty days: 
_ We cannot buy food from them if we are more than 30 days behind. 


We confidently expect to clear up all current bills during this year. 
By your help we will. 


2. Build a central dining room and kitchen, with’ offices in 
front, and a chapel in the second story. © os 


This is the outstanding need of the Home. At present we run | 


_ two kitchens and dining rooms, one for boys and one for girls. That 
Increases the expenses. Then, too, boys and girls should be taught 
to live together and eat together in childhood, so they will know 
how to live together in after years. And whoever your Superit- 
_tendent and his wife may be, they can never touch and influence 
the boy life of the Home, under present conditions, as they should 
and as they would had they the privilege of meeting with them thre¢ 
limes a day around the tables. This is a necessity, and some liberal-

the larger one was converted into two hospital rooms. A little later 


the large kitchen was divided, making a hospital room for men op 
the first floor. This gives us seventeen resident rooms for our build. 
ing. The Ohio state law allows us twenty in a non-fireproof build. 
ing. Other improvements made during the four years are: refinish. 
ing of six rooms, signal bells, respouting the roof, a retaining wa] 
in the rear, a vegetable cave, the purchase of a cow and cow shed, 
other comforts. 


In the fall of 1934 we faced for the first time the necessity of 


maintaining a waiting list, and we knew that some of these were 
very urgent cases{ We have felt for some time that the solution for 
- this problem should be met by finishing the former gymnasium build. 
ing. It is a good brick building, 42 by 62 feet, and can be made to 
care for twenty more residents—the number allowed by the State 
of Ohio. In the month of August, 1935, we employed Mr. Harry 


Veihman, an architect of our Knoxville, Pittsburgh, Church, to pre- 


pare plans. This he has done very carefully, with. the result that the 
O’Bannon firm of Newark, Ohio, are now at work finishing the first 
floor and basement of this building. This will cost $14,000, and 
will be paid for when completed. We hope it will not be long until 


the second floor may also be completed, which will probably cost 


about $5,000. This will give us a Home of which the denomination 
may well be proud, and help us to do well a vital work. A special 
feature of this building is several comfortable double rooms, which 
we trust will give comfort to some of our aged ministers and their 
wives. 
Last fall our Superintendent suggested the purchase of the 
dwelling next adjoining the gymnasium building, which was being 
offered at a reasonable price, this to be a tempororay expedient to 
care for our waiting list. We purchased this for $1,800 and improved 


it to the amount of $700. It is a very important addition, and is now 
caring for three residents with others coming soon. 


We are glad to be able to report assets to the amount of $18,000 


in addition to our buildings and grounds. We have been both aggres- 
-Sive and conservative. The future program is larger than ever before.

REV. W. L. GERRINGER, D.D. 


Rev. William Lindley Gerringer, D.D., was born at Elon College, 
'N. C., December 13, 1883. In his youth he was born into the King- 
dom of God and joined Fairview Methodist Protestant Church. Soon 

after, he felt the call to preach the gospel of Christ; but because 

his parents were poor and he was put to public work to help make 

a living, he gave up the hope of preparing for that which he felt 

that God had called him. During the pastorate of the writer of this 

sketch he was encouraged to take up the work that he really desired 
to do. | 

He began his preparatory work at Whitsett Institute, near his 
home, and finished at Western Maryland College in 1906, making a 
fine record at each institution. This was immediately followed by 
a course at Westminster Theological Seminary from which he grad- 
uated with the degree of S. T. B. Western Maryland College be- 
stowed upon him the degree of Master of Arts in 1927. In recogni- 
tion of his service to his conference, High Point College conferred 
upon him the degree of Doctor ot Divinity in 1932. His learning 
did not make him proud; rather his honors seemed to make him more 
humble and more determined if possible, to consecrate his powers 
to the service of the Master. 

He entered full time service in the North Carolina Conference 
in 1918, serving some of the best charges very. effectively till God 
called him home July 31, 1934. 

When one looks at the life of one like Dr. Gerringer after having 
missed him from the work of our church for these several months, 
there arises this question: Do we appreciate our faithful men as we 
ought, and do we let them know that redo? | ba 

It was my privilege to be intimately associated with him from 
his early manhood to his departure to be with Christ; therefore I

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OBITUARIES 


B. A. BROOKS, D.D. 


Rev. B. A. Brooks, D.D., was born and educated in Michigan, a 
graduate of Adrian College. This college having been in contact 
with this scholarly man through the years,:in 1934 honored him with 
the degree of Doctor of Divinity. In 1901 he became pastor of one 
of our churches in Kansas City, Kansas. From that date until his 
death, May 16, 1935, he rendered continuous and effective service in 
the Kansas Conference. He was serving his fourth term as Presi- 
dent when he died at the age of 68 years. 


He was'a member of the General Conference in 1916, 1920, 

1924 and 1932, and served one term as a member of the Home Mis- 
sion Board. Members of the Kansas Conference were always proud 
to have Dr. Brooks represent them in interdenominational work. 


The year I joined the Conference, Dr. Brooks was elected Pres- 
ident and three years later he had a part in the ordination service. 
To me he was a father in the faith, always giving prompt and careful | 
attention to all matters brought to his attention. At a joint session 
of our Leadership Training School and Annual Conference we sang 
‘‘He’s the father of our Conference.”’ He was also the historian of 
our Conference, always able to give information and counsel both 
legal and spiritual. It could truly be said of him, ‘“‘he spoke as one 
having. authority.” 


For many years Dr. Brooks had charge of the memorial service 
of the Annual Conference. Having labored with many of these hon- 
ored dead, he always made this service very impressive. From 1909-_ 
1914 he was pastor of the church that I now serve at Haddam. At 
a memorial service held last year three laymen paid tribute: One 
said, “As a man Dr, Brooks was honored and respected by all who — 

knew him, his advice and council was prized very highly.”” Another 

sald: ‘As a neighbor he was congenial and kind always ready to. 
help in times of distress and trouble.’”’ Another said: “As a pastor 
he was reverenced as a man of God, his sincerity was never ques- 
tioned and his sermons showed both intellectua!? and spiritual power.” 


_ In checking the church register I found that many of the active 
members of the church were taken in during his pastorate. 


His life, at least as far as the world could see, was a sea of 
calm, never confused, never ruffed, never angry beyond control. 


His lips were never stained with bitter criticism, but rather given 
to offering something constructive, 


_ He was not an evangelist that moved the masses; but he was

leaven would leaven the whole lump, he went about doing good. 


Certainly to be associated with Dr. Brooks was to feel the power of 
the yeast within you rising to higher and nobler things.

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Brother Murray became a thorough-going consecrated lawyer 
put he’ never stood up to tempt his Lord, nor to ask: “Who is 
my neighbor?”’, but by purse and person he dedicated himself to 
the service of his church and his fellow-man. He was humble and 
efficient disciple of Christ. No person ever questioned his sincerity 
or his consecration. During the years I was his pastor he wes never 
apsent from the services of Sunday worship or the week-day Praise 
and Prayer Service unless he was sick or had some other equally 
valid reason for his absence. No pastor ever had a more appreciative 
listener—one who knew the truth and crystallized it into character 
and life. 


There was nothing petty or little about Thomas A. Murray. He 
spoke his mind without equivocation or deceit, and sometimes he 
seemed too frank and cold-blooded to suit both the friends and the 


foes of the causes he espoused; but in the end both friend and foe 


acknowledged that his appraisal was usually correct and in the in- 
terest of the Church he so dearly loved, 


It has never been my privilege to associate with a man who 


was more willing to give of his time and his talents to the interests 


of our denomination. | 


The Maryland Conference very early learned to turn to this 
wise and consecrated man for legal advice and legal papers to safe- 
guard her property, and to advance her financial interests; and the 
Maryland Conference honored itself by electing him nine (9) times 
as a Representative to the General Conference. | 


- There was, perhaps, no layman in our membership of the last 
fifty years who held, simultaneously, more positions of trust and 
prominence in the church. And he did not accept any position 


without discharging faithfully the duties connected therewith. No 
detail of work was ever too trifiing or insignificant to challenge the 
attention, the wisdom and patience of this man of affairs, nor did 


ever any big enterprise frighten, deter or baffle him. 


- When our General Conference in 1920, at its session in Greens- 
boro, N. C., undertook to start a General Fund for Superannuates 
of the denomination he was made one of the Charter Members of 
that group. He it was who drew up the legal papers needed: to 
establish the Fund in law; and he it was who became its first treas- 


urer charged with gathering, investing and safeguarding the money. 


The fact that today we have a Fund of more than a hundred thou- 


sand dollars is largely due to his wisdom and work of investing the 


funds placed in his hands. It will be an enduring monument to his 


ure ane devotion to the interests of the denomination he so greatly 
oved, 


Brother Murray fwas supremely happy in his home-life. He was 


united in marriage t® Florence Herring, the beautiful daughter of 
Dr. J. W. Herring, a former president of the General Conference of

The third and final role in his conquering career was that of 
Churchman, As a member of the local organization in Westminster 
he was a devout, humble, faithful worshiper, and a loyal and liberal 
supporter of every program. As a member of the Maryland Annual 
Conference he was enthusiastic and efficient in every task assigned. 


As a representative in the General Conference he always made a 


record unique and startling. Some cf his financial proposals were 
so prodigious and their methods of procedure so spectacular that 
many of his fellows looked upon him as an irresponsible dreamer. 
When he called a meeting to launch his Endowment campaign I was 
in the chair. After listening to his plan I said, ‘‘EKither you have a 
sublime faith beyond my reach, cr else you are a lunatic.” The 
sequel shows that he had the faith and I had the lunacy. A prom- 
inent layman, who more than once has been a representative in the 
General Conference, a Judge accustomed to weighing conflicting 
testimony, analyzing legal arguments, and detecting hidden motives, 
has for years been bewildered and baftled by the unexpected and 
daring deeds of this dreamer. But quite recently, when in closer 
contact with him in the intricate and far-reaching work of Methodist 
Union, he made this confession: “I am ready to reverse my original 
verdict against you and to declare my readiness to follow you one 
hundred per cent.” 


He himself regarded this Church Movement as his greatest 


arena. Last July he entered the Commission on Union. After ex- 


tending his bountiful hospitality he led his visitors to the campus, 
explained his plans for the complete develcpment of the quadrangle, 
and while his “fine face glowed with pride,’ made this prediction: 
“f mean to have all this finished at a cost of $2,000,000 and to bring 
it as my offering to a United Methodism before 1944.” | 


Two months later he himself was an offering on the altar of 


sacrificial service, The time, the occasion, and the manner of his 
sudden translation were all that his heart could have desired. Sun- 
day evening, September 22nd, 1935, in a Presbyterian Church in 
Harford County, Maryland, in his boyhood home, a Union Meeting 
of Young People were listening to his appeal. His face glowed with 
prophetic fire, his heart throbbed with apostolic love. The last word 
from his lips was ‘“‘God,” his body fell to the floor, and his spirit 
entered his “house not made with hands.” 


Sixteen years ago, the General Conference convened in Greens- 
boro. At the close of an after session Dr. Ward sat alone on a seat 
by the side of the chancel. He seemed dejected. I stood in the 
_ vestibule and was joined by the Chairman of a Committee to select 

a successor to Dr. Lewis, who had just resigned the Presidency of 
Western Maryland College. I asked the Chairman: “Why not 
Choose Ward?” He replied: ‘He is not available.” My answer was 
another question: “May I ask him?’ Permission was given and I 
walked to my friend and spoke these words: ‘“Are’ you so tied up 
with Kansas City University that you would refuse to come to West- 
_ &tn Maryland College if the Trustees were to elect you?” His an-

ALBERT NORMAN WARD, LL.D.

He was, is, and shall be. For more than six decades he was a 
member of the human family, dwelling in a house of clay, playing 
prominent parts in the Drama of Life. His curtain rose and fell 
upon “the trinity of earthly existence: meeting, loving, parting.” 
His first remarkable role was that of a Minister. It began two-score 
years ago in the Christ Methodist Protestant Church, Baltimore. At 
the close of this pastorate he entered upon another in the same city, 
the North Baltimore Church. Both parishes prospered under his 
dynamic personality. His next field was the National Capitol, where 
he built a house of worship on North Carolina Avenue, “beautiful 
for situation, the joy of the whole Methodist Protestant earth.” — 
Seattle was a far call, but he heard, gave heed, went, sold a down- 
town church and !ot, and with the proceeds built a hundred-thousand-. 
dollar Church in which he made a record brilliant and inspiring. On 


the Eastern Shore of Maryland, Denton and Salisbury parishes still 
feel the tender touch of his shepherd hand. 


The second role in which he scored a signal success was that 
of Educator. In the Chancellorship of the Kansas City University, 
the Vice-Presidency and later the Presidency of Western Maryland 
College, he demonstrated his rare ability as an administrator in 
Christian Educational institutions. During the fifteen years of his 
leadership in Western Maryland College, his progress was a con- — 
stant triumphal march. In material improvements the goal of his 
ambition was bigger and better buildings, and he lived to see four 
splendid structures reared and equipped: McDaniel Hall, Science 
Hall, Blanche Ward Hall, and the Power Plant. Then his artistic 
eye caught a vision of an enlarged and beautiful campus, and behold! 
the Hoffa Field with its Stadium, the athletie grounds, the tennis 
courts, the nine hole golf course, the Harvey Stone Memorial Park, 
and the natural amphitheater for outdoor dramatics. Trees, shrub- 
bery, and flowers adorn the walks, and decorate the highways until
